CITRUS GROWERS FORM FIGHTING 


UNIT TO OPPOSE TARIFF REDUCTION 


Of vital interest to 
every 
citrus 


fruit nnd walnut prower in the San 
Gabriel valley are tho active steps be- 
ing taken for the organization of pow 
erful fighting unit to oppose the pas' 
sage of pousible legislation reducing 
the tariff on foreign fruits and nuts, 
thus injuring the sale of the Califor- 
nia products. 


The report of the ways and means 


committee of Congress dealing with 
this tariff will be made January 20, 
and it is preparatory to this 
report 


that the growers are preparing for a 
fight if such becomes necessary. 


Combining in one great formidable 


army are the great number of citrus 
organizations 
throughout 
Southern 


California. 
Leading the fight is the 


Citrus Protective. League of which the 
various exchanges in the San Gabriel 
valley are members. 


The board of directors of the Cham- 


ber of Commerce of Los Angeles 
launched its part of the 
campaign 


•when at a meeting being held this af- 
ternoon it is being decided what steps 
shall be taken. Committees were ap- 
pointed to co-operate with the citrus 
and walnut growers' associations. The 
Citrus Protective League is prepared 
to show the government what a tariff 
reduction would mean to the citrus 
and walnut men. 


Some idea of the immediate neces- 


sity for prompt and powerful action on 
the part of the people of Southern Cal- 
ifornia can be gained from dispatches 
received containing the following: 


"San Diego, Dec. 17.—That the duty 


on lemons, oranges and olive oil must 
come down to the tariff level to be 
fixed by the Democratic party is the 
positive declaration of Congressman 
Francis Burton Harrison of New York 
City, a member of the House ways 
and means committee, of which Under- 
wood is chairman, and author of the 
free lemon 
amendment that passed 


the House a year ago, but was defeat- 
ed in tho senate. 


" 'Tariff reduction was one of the 


issues of the last election,' said Con- 
gressman Harrison tonight at Hotel 
Coronado. 'It ii a factor toward a re- 
duction of the present high cost of liv- 
ing, and it was largely on the pledge 
of the Democratic party that it would 
legislate for the protection of the con- 
sumer that it was voted into power for 
the next four years. Democratic legis- 
lators, with few exceptions, will stand 
by these party pledges, and there is 
no question in my mind but that tar- 
iff reduction on fruits will be one of 
the first things accomplished by con- 
congress.' "

ramento, Where Many Acres 


Have Been Planted. 


That rice can be grown successfully 


on a commercial scale in California 
and on the Pacific Coast has been 
demonstrated by the first crop now 
being harvested near Richvale in the 
Sacramento valley. .From 
cfficiials 


of the Southern Pacific Company, it 
is learned that the 1500 arces planted 
early this spring are yielding 5,000 
pounds per acre, or 3,700 tons for the 
district. 
This crop is a new one for 


California, and adds an 
important 


product to the already long agricul- 
tural list of the West. 


The black adobe soil of the valley 


under irrigation, has been found very 
favorable for the culture of variety 
of Japanese 
rice known as Watar- 
bune. 


The seed is planted in March. 
The 


land is cut up into square* surround- 
ed by .dykes. 
After the young plant 


has attained a height of 12 to 14 ii 
ches, the areas are flooded to a dept 
of 3 to G inches, and kept wet unt., 
the growth is mature, usually the 
first week of September. 
The "water 


is then drawn off and the ground left 
to dry for ten days so that it may 
support the threshing machines. 


The rice is hulled and polished, 


when it is ready for the markeet. 
.-..bout ,1 per cent, of the output is 
pure rice. The balance runs into by- 
products, such as cracked bran and 
r.ce. 
The stalks are used for stock 


food. 
It is said that the growers are 


selling the pure rice for two cents a 
pound, f.o.b. Biggs.

The following is copied from the 


41st State Fruit Growers' Convention 
held at Santa Barbara, by Dr. Hopkins 
of Illinpis, on Ground Limestone: 


"Occasionally one says he would 


rather use burned lime because it is 
more readily available. It is less read- 
ily available. The ground lime is al- 
ready in the available form. 
Further- 


more, there is no difficulty whatever 
regarding the availability of ground 
limestone. 
It is too available." He 


then proceeds to give cases at Roth- 
amstead, etc., how readily the-lime is 
leaching out of the soil.. He further 
says: 


"Some people say that if you are 


going to use limestone it must be 
very finely ground—men who reason 
from just some theoretical standpoint. 
They do not have 
a true theory, 


because true theories, of course, are 
based on all. facts; but based on a 
part of the information that exists, 
they make the statement that lime- 
stone should be ground so it would 
pass through a sieve with a hundred 
meshes to the linear inch. 
I have 


used twenty-three carloads of 
lime- 


stone on my farm, and I would pay 
more for limestone ground to pass 
through a quarter-inch mesh screen 
than I would to pass through a hun- 
dred mesh screen. 
Why? 
Because 


durability is the great problem. If 
limestone is ground so it will pass 
through a ten-mesh screen, it is abund- 
antly fine; but I shall not be surpris- 
ed, when the information is all in, if 
it will be seen that a quarter-mesh 
screen will be sufficient."

SCARS THAT STAY. 


They Come From Cuts That Go Down 


to ths True Skin. 


There five people who tell you tba 


everything in the body is changed ev 
ory seven yoar.s and that there is no 
pnrt of it which w;is there seven years 
ago. 
This does not moan that we 


slough the whole thing off at once, 
a snake docs Its skin or a deer its ant 
lers, but simply that the innumerable 
and tiny atoms which are used up by 
the daily wear and tear are replaced 
by fresh atoms supplied by our food 
and drink, which keeps the body going, 
just as coal and water keep the steam 
engine at work. 


But these changes are so minute and 


gradual that the form of the body re- 
mains the same, although such things 
as scars take a long time to disappear, 
and sometimes they remain for life, al- 
though they always lose a great deal of 
their prominence. 


You have noticed^hat If you cut your 


finger slightly it will soon heal up and 
the scar will soon disappear, just as the 
marks of a superficial burn will grad- 
ually go away, but if the cut is deep 
the scar remains. This is because/It 
went down to what "is called the true 
skin. Any cuts or burns on the outer 
skin are gradually pushed up and worn 
or washed off, just as the hair on the 
back of your head wears off without 
your cutting It and grows again, but 
anything that goes down to the true 
skin, like tattoo marks, always re- 
mains.—New York Sun.

The Board of Trustees of the City 


of Covina do ordain as follows: 


Section 1.—It shall be unlawful for 


any person, as principal, agent, owner 
or employee, to commence or carry on 
within the corporate limits of the City 
of Covina, any business, trade, calling, shop, per year 
profession or occupation in this Ordi- 
nance specified without having first 
procured a license from said city so to 
do; and each and every day or frac- 
tional part of a day that said business, 
trade, calling, profession or occupa- 
tion in this .Ordinance specified is con- 
ducted or carried on without such li- 
cense shall constitute a violation of 
this ordinance; and any person who 
shall for himself or for any other per- 
son or persons, or for any body cor- 
porate or otherwise, commence or car- 
ry on any such business, trade, call-

profession or occupation afore- 


said, without first having procured 
such license, shall, for each violation 
of this Ordinance be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof shall be fined not more than

ished by both such fine and imprison- 
ment in the discretion of the Court; 
and the amount of such license shall

And if at the time ap- 
plication is made for a license here- 
under the President of the Board of 
Trustees, the City Clerk or the City

CALIFORNIA LEADS WEST 


IN MINERAL PRODUCTION. 


California ranks first among 
the 


states west of Mississippi river in the 
value of its mineral production, ac- 
cording to the United States geolog- 
ical survey. 
In former years Califor- 


nia's claim to distinction as a mil 
eral producer rested on its output o 
gold, in which, in fact, it held firs 
place in 1911, although in recent year 
it has usually fallen behind Colorado 
in the production of .gold. 
The pre 


miership of gold in the state has 
liowever, been succeeded 
by petro 


leum, the value of which in Califor 
nia exceeds that of gold by 94 pe 
cent, and gives the state first place 
among the states in the Production o 
crude oi!. California leads also in the 
production of asphalt, of platinum 
and of quicksilver, and enioys a mo 
nopoly in the production of borax and 
magnesite. It is second in the pro- 
duction of tungsten ores, third in the 
production of cement, and sixth in the 
production of copper and stands well 
up among the states in the production 
om a number of less important min 
erals. 


The total value of the mineral nro 


duction of California in 1911 was $90. 
517.536, compared with $86,721,069 in 
1910.

COMPANIES THROUGH PARCELS POST 


The appropriation made at tho la.st 


session of congress for putting into 
operation the new parcels post diij 
not amount to anything except for 
preparing the forms and instructions 
for the officials and the public and 
some small amount of collection and 
delivery equipment for the larger of- 
fices. It was, of course, known that 
congress would be in session when the 
new service would go into effect and 
expected that what was needed would 
be asked for. 
; 


But tho officials do not know what ' 


is nreded much better than they did 
when the law was enacted, and they' 
are 
trying to get some kind of an 
'< 


idea by asking large shippers how 
much they expect to make use of the 
new service. 


Practically Uncle Sam is drumming 


for trade—an unusual function for the! 
old gentleman—for he will have no; 
monopoly of the express business, as! 
he has of some other mail, and what' 
he will get will depend on the prompt-1 
ness and quality of the service corn-! 
pared with that given by the express i 
companies.

And probably all that the large' 


shipper can tell the officials is that 
the amount of business will depend 
on the kind of service, and 
Uncle- 


Sam is not used to being talked to in ' 
that way. 
But there is no sentiment: 


in business—especially in big bus!-! 
ness. If there is much sentiment, the! 
business does not get big. 


The parcels post will have to rustic-i 


for what it gets, for the express com-i 
panics are going to give the govern-' 
ment a run for its money.

Is less than the postal rate on such 
packages for long distance. 


We trust we shall not see a rate 


war between the express companies 
and tho government, for rate wars 
are always costly and always result in 
a compromise. 


The sensible thing to do is to ascer- 


tain by experiment the lowest rate 
at which an express service can be 
made self-sustaining by the govern- 
ment and let the express companies 
meet them, taking their chances of 
profit in better service and in the 
saving in cost as compared with the 
cost under the government. 


And may the best service win 
a< 


it surely will. 


Between the two this is going to be 


a great help to enterprising producers 
of all agricultural products as soon 
as the public becomes accustomed to 
ordering supplies direct from produc 
ers, which will be within a reasonable 
time after the public discovers that 
producers can be relied upon to send 
precisely what is ordered, preciseh 
when it is ordered, and cheaper than 
it can be got elsewhere.—Riverside 
Enterprise.

the incorporation and organization of 
public utility districts, and for 
the 


powers, government and management 
thereof. Public utility districts may be 
incorporated to include municipalities 
and unincorporated territories, wheth- 
er they are in the same county or dif- 
ferent counties, but no municipal cor- 
poration shall be divided in the forma- 
tion of such district. 


Municipalities may form such pub- 


lic utility,districts by passing an or- 
dinance reciting the name of the city 
adopting the ordinance. 
If such pro- 


posed district includes only munici- 
palities, it shall be sufficient to state 
the names thereof without further 
setting forth the boundaries of the 
district; the 
name 
of the district, 


which shall include the words, "Pub 
lie 
Utility 
District"; an 
estimate 


of the preliminary 
coats 
and 
ex- 


penses of organizing 
the 
proposed 


district, and the proposed apportion- 
ment of tho aggregate of such costs 
and expenses among the'municipali- 
ties to be included within the district. 


Within thirty days after receiving 


these ordinances passed by the- city 
councils and board of supervisors, the 
initiating city shall fix a day for hold 
ing a special session in each munici- 
pality. If the result of the election is 
favorable, the secretary of state shall 
issue a certificate, reciting the forma- 
tion of the district. 


The powers of the district include 


perpetual succession; to sue and be 
sued; to adopt a seal and alter it at 
pleasure: to take and hold real and 
personal property of every kind; to 
acquire, construct and operate works 
for supplying the inhabitants 
with 


light, water, power, heat, transporta- 
tion, etc., for the disposition of gar- 
bage, sewage, storm water, or for the 
holding of parks, to have the right of 
eminent 
domain; 
to 
cross public 


streets and highways and watercours- 
es, providing it restores them to the 
original condition as near as possible 
afterward; to borrow money, to incur 
indebtedness-- and issue bonds with the 
liruit of 15 per cent, of the assessed 
valuation; to levy and collect taxes 
for the purpose of carrying into effect 
the objects of the district; to make 
contracts and employ labor. 


The powers of the district shall be 


veated in the board of directors com- 
posing the mayor, or president of the 
board of trustees in each municipality 
comprising the district, and the chair- 
man of the board of supervisors, rep- 
resenting the unincorporated territory. 


The genera] scope of the act is to 


provide the necessary machinery by 
which municipalities and committees 
may act jointly in effecting public- im- 
provements, and acquiring and opera- 
ting works, the acquiring and carry- 
ing cri oi which by such cities or com-! 
inanities separately would be imprac-i 
Ucnblfe by reason of th.o magnitude o f ' 
the improvement or the cost thereof,' 
or by reason of the fact that said im-i 
proverntnt or works are of common!
